'Just keep praying' 

Rader recovering from fall in UK hospital

A Casey County man 
who was injured after fall¬ 
ing from a deer stand in a 
tree continues to recover in 
a Lexington hospital. 

Rex Rader suffered mas¬ 
sive internal injuries on 
Aug. 30 when he fell about 
30 feet from a tree, said his 
wife, Jan Rader. 

“About 1:30 Rex said 
‘I’m going to work on my 
deer stand,’ getting ready 
for deer season which 
would begin the following 
weekend,” she said. 

Rader estimates that her 
husband lay in the woods 
about an hour-and-a-half 
before he was found. 

“Our neighbor, Kevin 
Warner, who lives three 
fields over, was on his lawn 
mower and happened to 
turn his mower off when he 
heard something,” Rader 
said. 

At first, Warner thought 
it was a calf calling out in 
the field. He next heard

Rex calling out for help 
and went and found him, 
Jan said. 

“He’s Rex’s angel,” Jan 
said, adding that Rex usu¬ 
ally stayed in the woods 
until dark before returning 
home. 

“He always told me to 
come looking for him if he 
wasn’t home before dark,” 
she said. “1 never dreamed 


that would come true.” 

Rex was flown to Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky Medical 
Center where he has been 
in 1CU until this past week¬ 
end, when he was moved to 
Acute Transition. 

Doctors told Jan that 
Rex had a massive aortic 
dissection and the blood to 
his left kidney was cut off, 
which surgeons removed. 

“His right kidney isn’t 
responding yet so he’s on 
dialysis every other day,” 
Jan said. 

In addition, Rex’s lungs 
collapsed and he went into 
heart failure, she said. 

As for his prognosis, Jan 
said that Rex has a long 
way to go. 

“The doctor was in on 
Thursday and said that Rex 
has a marathon race to run. 
It’s going to be a slow race 
and we’ll have some ups 
and downs along the way 
but he’s headed in the right 
direction,” she said. 

“He’ll have to go to re¬ 
hab once they release him 
from the hospital. We have 


no idea how long he’ll be 
in the hospital.” 

Rex, 66, is well known 
in Casey County, having 
worked as a police officer 
in Liberty and also as the 
first School Resource Of¬ 
ficer at Casey County High 
School. His latest position, 
from which he planned to 
retire the end of this month, 
was being in charge of the 
school suspension program 
at CCHS. 

Scores of young people 
remember Rex for volun¬ 
teering countless hours 
over the course of 14 years 
as the discus and throwing 
coach, for both middle and 
high schoolers. 

Still, Jan said that what 
has gotten them through 
the past six weeks are the 
prayers and support of the 
community. 

“I want to say how won¬ 
derful our community has 
been. It’s unreal to me 
how much people have re¬ 
sponded and called. I just

beyond high school, is a 
top priority for Tucker, as 
well. 

“I want to explore every 
option to obtain funding 
for our students by look¬ 
ing at the state and federal 
levels for extra funding and 
grants,” Tucker said.

“I definitely enjoyed my 
time at LES,” Harris said. “I 
feel like we developed a cul¬ 
ture of 
high 
expec¬ 
tations 
and we 
have 
been 
pretty 
success¬ 
ful. I 
feel like 
we’ve 
pro¬ 
vided 
a good 
overall program, not just aca¬ 
demically -1 stress the “we” 
because I had a very support¬ 
ive group of teachers and staff 
working with me there.” 

Harris said he is proud of 
LES, after being recognized 
as a high performing school 
for the third year in a row 
by the K-PREP assessment 
scores. 

Though he will miss LES, 
Harris said this new oppor¬ 
tunity was one that he really 
wanted to pursue, mainly for 
the chance to help not only 
one school in the Casey dis¬ 
trict, but all schools. 

“I’m hoping that I can do 
things in this position that 
will benefit and contribute to 
all the district schools and stu¬ 
dents,” Harris said. “We’ve 
got a lot of good things hap¬ 
pening and the expectations 
are high so we just hope to 
continue to build upon that.” 

It is Harris’ aspiration that 
whomever is laired as the new 
principal at LES will contin¬ 
ue to build upon the success 
the school has already experi¬ 
enced and keep in place what 
is known to work. 

“Everybody kind of has 
their own style and their own 
way of doing things,” he said. 
“I know there will be changes 
but I think there is a good 
foundation there to continue 
to build upon.” 

Only two weeks in, Harris 
has hit the ground running 
with the newly released K- 
PREP assessment scores. 

“With the state test score 
release we’ve jumped right in 
and started digging into those 
numbers,” Harris said. “This 
data will tell us exactly what 
we need to do in order to get 
students where they need to 
be academically.”

With the principal selec¬ 
tion process already under¬ 
way, Pierce hopes whomever 
is hired can continue to im¬ 
prove upon student achieve¬ 
ments and the strong relation¬ 
ships that exist between staff 
and students. 

“My advice would be not 
to lose sight of what you are 
there for - the kids,” he said. 
“The decisions you make 
should always be made with 
the students in mind.” 

With new positions come 
new challenges, and for 
Pierce, a chance to leam from 
the district. 

“It’s a new challenge that 
I’m looking forward to,” he 
said. “There’s a lot to it and 
a lot to leam but I’m excited 
about the opportunity to work 
with all schools now and not 
just one.” 

As the new high school 
Supervisor of Instruction, 
as well as overseer of pro¬ 
fessional development and 
evaluation systems, Pierce 
already has some new ideas 
up his sleeve, including pos¬ 
sibly expanding the one-year 
mentorship program for non- 
tenured teachers. 

“We provide it during their 
first year but after that it kind 
of falls off,” he said. “There 
are still things we can teach 
those people, even after their 
first year, and our mentors 
can learn from teachers as 
well. It’s a two-way street of 
learning.” 

With an extended mentor¬ 
ship, Pierce believes they can 
provide support, share ideas, 
and what has been successful 
in their classrooms that might 
be successful in others. 


“I envision teachers being 
paired with successful vet¬ 
eran teachers who can share 
ideas back and forth,” Pierce 
said.

Craig 
Dean seconded, and the motion passed 5-1, 
with only councilwoman Linda Waggener 
voting in opposition. 

Before the vote, Waggener moved that the 
restrictions on Hinds from the tax, which ear¬ 


mark the money for Parks and Recreation, 
economic development, the General Fund, 
and the Rainy Day fund, be removed, so 
all the money would be put into the Gen¬ 
eral Fund. Her motion didn’t find a second 
though, and with Flowers’ motion already 
on the floor, the Council took the vote. 

Three citizens offered their opinions on 
the tax before the vote was taken, with two 
speaking in opposition and one praising the 
mayor and council for taking the proactive 
step. 


Two adults, child die 
in house fire

Students’ birthday celebrations at Burling¬ 
ton Elementary School can include singing, 
balloons and recognition in morning an¬ 
nouncements. But as of this month they can 
no longer included cake. Or ice cream. Or 
food, period. 

Burlington Elementary School, part of 
the Boone County school district, revised 
its wellness policy this year. Among the 
changes: no food allowed at school birthday 
celebrations. 

Non-food treats are still allowed. The 
policy gives as examples pencils, erasers, 
bookmarks. 

It’s one of very few schools to make the 
move. And it hasn’t been easy. 

“We’re finding it’s difficult to be the first,” 
said Valerie Bailey, whose son goes to Burl¬ 
ington Elementary. She’s on the PTA and on 
the committee that helped craft the policy. 
“Parents say it’s not fair. But we hope it sends 
a message to the parents and kids, especially 
with the obesity rate being so high, and puts 
a bug in their ear.” 

The changes are aimed at combating the 
growing childhood obesity rate nationwide. 
That was the main goal of Burlington El¬ 
ementary when it revised its wellness policy 
last month to include the no-food-for-birth- 
days rule. 

“About 37 percent of our children are at 
risk (for obesity) or obese,” said the Kathy 
Reutman, who is in charge of making sure 
the wellness policies for Boone County 
schools meet federal guidelines. 


Legislators 7 green slips 
getting 7 pink slipped 7

During speeches in the state Capitol, while 
tiying to convey how important an issue is 
to the people of Kentucky, state legislators 
often tout the number of “green slips” they 
have received. 

“Green slips” contained phone messages 
for lawmakers that citizens left on a dedicat¬ 
ed 800 number. Legislative staffers would 
listen to the messages, type them into a com¬ 
puter and print them on green slips of paper 
that were taken by carriers to the designated 
lawmakers. 

Tens of thousands of green slips, each 
small enough to fit in a coat pocket, were 
produced during every legislative session. 
So when lawmakers amassed a large number 
of green slips about one of their bills, it could 
mean more attention for the legislation. 

But the number of green slips in Frank¬ 
fort will be dwindling, thanks to the 
planned modernization of the system. 
Marcia Seiler, interim director of the Leg¬ 
islative Research Commission, hopes that 
when the 2015 Kentucky General Assembly 
starts Jan. 6, the new system will be in place 
to relay messages electronically from con¬ 
stituents to lawmakers. 

She said staffers would put messages 
from the phone line into lawmakers’ com¬ 
puter accounts, sometimes grouping them 
by subjects. Lawmakers will be able to re¬ 
trieve their messages instantly and handle 
them like email. 

No more “green slips,” unless legisla¬ 
tors tell their staffers to print the messages. 
Seiler said she asked staff to look into 
modernizing the message system when 
she became interim director last year. 
The new system, she said, will be more ef¬ 
ficient at no extra cost. 

“It’s all been done in-house and will not 
mean any reduction in staff, just less paper,” 
she said. 

Seiler noted that constituents still may 
contact their legislators by mail, direct phone 
calls and emails. 

As under the old system, messages from 
the phone line will remain private and will 
not be available to the public. They will in¬ 
clude whatever information, including name 
and contact information, the caller wants the 
lawmaker to know. Lawmakers will be able to 
delete any of the messages in their accounts.

District Court Judge Mi¬ 
chael Loy, who represents 
Casey and Adair counties, 
participated in the 2014 Dis¬ 
trict Judges Fall College that 
took place Sept. 14-17 at the 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts in Frankfort. The AOC 
provided the judicial educa¬ 
tion program for the state’s 
district judges. 

The District Court judges 
attended sessions on DUI, 
expungements, court technol¬ 
ogy and Senate Bill 200, the 
juvenile justice reform that 
the governor recently signed 
into law. The legislation steers 


more young offenders into 
community-based treatment 
for underlying issues rather 
than locking them up in deten¬ 
tion centers for non-violent 
acts, such as truancy. 

Judges also received up¬ 
dates on case law and legisla¬ 
tion and attended a session on 
firearms prohibitions under 
House Bill 308. HB 308 took 
effect in 2011 and requires 
Kentucky to notify the FBI 
when a court finds an indi¬ 
vidual mentally incompetent. 
Federal law prohibits the sale 
of guns to anyone adjudicated 
as mentally defective or who 


has been committed to a men¬ 
tal institution. 

Other sessions focused on 
leadership, community out¬ 
reach and election issues. The 
judges heard from the state 
Judicial Conduct Commission 
about elections. All 116 of the 
state’s district judges are up 
for election this year.

Rebel player ejected, 7 7 others suspended following practice boycott

The Casey County foot¬ 
ball team (3-4, 1-2) will 
be carrying their 48-14 
Wayne County loss into 
this Friday’s homecoming 
game. And that’s not the 
only loss the team will face 
this week, even before the 
kickoff. 

Casey County High 
School Athletic Director 
Victor Black confirmed on 
Monday that Colin Miller, 
ejected from Thursday’s 
game at Wayne County, has 
been suspended along with 
11 of his teammates for the 
homecoming game. 

Miller is the only player 
suspended because of an 
official’s determination 


that he threw a punch with 
a closed fist at the end of 
a play on Thursday night. 
Black said. 

According to Marple, 
and unrelated to Thurs¬ 
day’s game, a group of 11 
juniors and seniors boycot¬ 
ted practices on Friday dur¬ 
ing Fall break, thus causing 
the suspensions. 

“I scheduled practice for 
Friday morning and some 
of the kids boycotted,” said 
Marple. “It’s disappoint¬ 
ing you’re going to have 
a bunch of seniors and ju¬ 
niors sitting on the bench 
while sophomores and 
freshmen play their sea¬ 
son. 1 hate it for the kids, 
but I think there are some 
things bigger than wins and 
losses. It’s impossible to go 
through life and not have 
downfalls, but you’ve got 
to respond the right way.” 

Black echoed Marple’s 


decision to bench the kids 
who cut practice. 

“First and foremost, 
we’re teachers and les¬ 
sons are learned beyond 
the classroom that carry 
over into life. I support that 
Coach Marple felt he was 
making the best decision 
for his program not only 
for now but for the future,” 
Black said. 

Wayne Co. loss 

Marple said that he was 
disappointed with the way 
the team played against 
Wayne. 

“It’s the first time this 
year we just didn’t play 
football. We never got off 
the bus; never put forth any 
amount effort,” he said. 

After falling behind 29-7 
in the first half and seeing 
the Cardinals (2-6, 1-2) 


continue to add points in 
the third quarter, two fights 
broke out on the field. 

“We didn’t like what 
was happening to us and 
weren’t responding well, 
and we probably started 
both of (the fights) and 
probably lost both,” said 
Marple. “It resulted in the 
suspension of one player 
and there probably should 
have been another one.” 

Wayne County did not 
run away with the score in 
the first half. 

While they did score the 
first touchdown at 5:28 on 
a two-yard run, the Reb¬ 
els responded within 15 
seconds. Micco Randell 
ran the ball 52 yards for 
a touchdown with Luke 
Patterson adding the extra 
point. Casey led 7-6. 

It was the only Rebel 
lead of the night. Wayne 
County pulled ahead with a 


safety shortly into the sec¬ 
ond period. They went on 
to score three more times 
in the quarter and led 29-7 
at half time. 

They added 19 points in 
the third quarter, includ¬ 
ing a touchdown resulting 
from an interception. 

The Rebels managed one 
more touchdown in the fi¬ 
nal period, with Kyle Eads 
scoring from 13 yards out. 

Casey had five first 
downs compared to the 
Cardinals’ 22. Wayne also 
totaled 424 yards, most of 
which were on the ground, 
while Casey had 125 total. 
The team totaled 110 tack¬ 
les, with Eads and Jaylan 
Waddle each having 13. 

“We’ll be OK but some¬ 
times you’ve got to take 
some pauses and learn 
some life lessons,” said 
Marple. “There’s not a lot 
of 3A schools that are go¬ 


ing to beat (Bell and Wayne 
County) anyway, but you 
can’t let those two losses 
affect the rest of your sea¬ 
son.” 

Coming off two straight 
losses, the Rebels return 
home this week for their 
homecoming game against 
Metcalfe County (3-4, 
1 - 0 ). 

“Metcalfe County is a 
game we should win, but 
when you take eight or 
nine starters off the field, 
I don’t know if it’s a game 
we should win or not,” said 
Marple. “I still think with 
the kids we’ve got we plan 
on winning.” 

Kickoff is scheduled for 
8 p.m. 

The homecoming bon¬ 
fire will be Thursday eve¬ 
ning with the crowning of 
the King and Queen taking 
place during halftime of 
Friday’s game.

The ramp will close 
from 4 p.m. Saturday, Oct. 
25, through 1 p.m. Sunday, 
Oct. 26. Anglers with trail¬ 
ers in the parking lot will 
still be able to retrieve their 
boats and leave during the 
closure. 

Cedar Creek Lake’s 
other two boat ramps will 
remain open. The mid-lake 
ramp is located off old U.S. 
150, while the third ramp is 
located off Cowan Road. 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
is working with Lincoln 
County officials on the 
ramp closure to help sup¬ 
port tourism in the area. 
Proceeds of the race also 
will benefit organizations 
such as the Wounded War¬ 
rior Project, Alzheimer’s 


Association and the Fort 
Logan Fraternal Order of 
Police. 

The race begins at 8 a.m. 
Oct. 26. Runners will start 
at First Southern Veteran’s 
Park in Stanford and con¬ 
tinue past Cedar Creek 
Lake to the historic Wil¬ 
liam Whitley House before 


returning to the starting 
point. More information 
about the race is available 
online at www.runbrick- 
house.org.
